NEW TRICHOPTERA RECORDS FROM NORTH DAKOTA'

ABSTRACT: The known ranges of Limnephilus canadensis Banks, Limnephilus Janus 
Ross (Limnephilidae: Trichoptera), and Ptilostoniis angustipennis (Hagen) (Phrygane- 
idae: Trichoptera) are extended to include North Dakota. 


Limephilus canadensis Banks and Limnephilus Janus Ross were collected in 
Pembina County, North Dakota, from window-pane traps situated in 
shelterbelts adjacent to a slough. One male of each species was collected in 
late July, 1975. Both species have been reported from three midwestern 
areas: Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Minnesota. In addition, L. canadensis is 
known to occur in Maine and L. Janus in Colorado (Nimmo, 1971). 

Ptilostomis augustipennis (Hagen) has an eastern distribution extending as 
far west as Michigan (Ross, 1944). Three males of this species were collected 
in Pembina County, North Dakota in July, 1974 from window-pane traps 
situated in shelterbelts adjacent to a slough.
